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Harassment of SGA continues

Student Government 
Association(SGA) members dis¬ 
covered additional damages to 
their vehicles on Thursday, after 
leaving their cars unattended for 
approximately seven hours. 

According to SGA Vice 
President Wayne Standley, dam¬ 
ages included broken tail lights, 
scratched windows, and addi¬ 
tional dents. 

Director of Student Services 

Ellen Duggan said she believed 
the mishaps to be over because 
nothing had occurred for live 
days, and she is discouraged that 
they continue. 

“We thought it was over,” said 
Duggan, “it’s really unfair to 
student leaders to have to put up 
with this — it’s not right.” 


According to Duggan, UMass 
Police and Lowell Police are 
working on every lead in order 
to determine possible suspects. 

Keith Tremblay of SGA said, 
“Given everything we do for the 
students it’s unthinkable that a 
student would be behind this.” 

Currently, SGA members are 
petitioning for a $5 waivable fee 
to be added to students’ invoices 
so they can employ a board to 
assess teacher evaluations. The 
evaluations are linked to a threat 
left last week stating, “This is a 
message for SGA and it’s advi¬ 
sor: if you continue to evaluate 
us, then you can continue evalu¬ 
ating your car.” 

Other messages included, “I 
want to let you know that 
Student Government members 
and it’s advisors are dead,” and 
“Man on campus — your dead.”

There were twenty-two stolen 
vehicles from UMass Lowell 
campus parking lots this year. 

According to the University 
of Massachusetts Lowell Police 
Department Crime Prevention 
Bureau, nine vehicles were 
stolen from Riverside lot, five 
from Lovejoy lot, three from 
Plymouth lot, two from Eames 
lot, and one each from the IP1 
lot, Fox lot, and Donahue lot. 

Criminal Justice major, 
Brendan Laflame recently had 
his Chevrolet S-10 Blazer stolen 
from the Lovejoy lot during 
school hours. ”1 was in total 
shock,” said LaFlame, “I filed a 
police report and they told me to 
just wait it out.” LaFlame’s 
vehicle was recovered in Lowell 
but received a broken door, bro¬ 
ken steering column, and $105 
towing fee. They also stole his 


discman, CB radio, and clothes. 
“My insurance bill is probably 
going to be about $800, said 
LaFlamme, “ I didn’t have theft 
insurance but I sure do now.” 

According to the UMass 
Lowell Police Department 
Crime Prevention Bureau, last 
year 39 vehicles were stolen in 
comparison to 74 in 1994. Of 
these 39, 19 were recovered in 
Lawrence. Others were discov¬ 
ered in Peabody, Waltham, 
Burlington, Lowell, Danvers, 
Tyngsboro, Wilmington, and 
Newark NJ. 

In order to aid in the preven¬ 
tion of stolen vehicles, campus 
police have compiled a list of 
prevention methods: 

1. Students should never leave 
your car unattended with the 
engine and keys inside. 

2. Always roll up your win¬ 
dows and lock your doors. 

3. Don’t leave valuables in 
plain sight in your car. 

4. Park in well lit areas. 


5. Remember, a car alarm is 
not a substitution for common 

sense. 

According to the National 
Insurance Crime Bureau the top 
Five popular cars for thieves are 
the Honda Accord, Toyota 
Camry, Oldsmobile Cutlass, 
Honda Civic, and Ford 
Mustang. Of the 39 cars stolen 
from campus, two were 
Accords, 11 were Camrys, Five 
were Cutlass’, and Five were 
Civics. No Ford Mustangs were 
stolen from Campus in 1997.

A-Family program for 
Thanksgiving time to provide 
area families with a 
Thanksgiving dinner and all the 
trimmings! We will still be vol¬ 
unteering at local shelters, gath¬ 
ering food and supplies to 
donate during the holiday sea¬ 
son, and helping out with local 
food stamp projects. 

Our WaterWatch program has 
caught on, as students of all 
backgrounds have come togeth¬ 
er to work on cleaning up the 
water. So far we have pulled 
nearly 10 tons of trash from area 
waterways, and plan to get at 
least five more before things 
freeze over. Teams of stream 
walkers have been out conduct¬ 
ing water quality testing, com¬ 
plete with hip waders and test¬ 
ing kits. We have also been edu¬ 
cating the public about the water 
by teaching at local schools and 
doing community presentations, 
fostering a sense of stewardship 
about our local environment. 

These are just a few of the 
projects we have been working 
on and are looking to you for 
ideas. Some students have sug¬ 
gested working on campus safe¬ 
ty, such as lighting problems 
and other concerns. Other stu¬ 


dents have said they would like 
to work on Financial Aid aware¬ 
ness, to let students know what 
options are available to them 
and will not leave us all with a 
frightful amount of post-gradu¬ 
ate debt. And still other students 
have suggested a local neighbor¬ 
hood revitalization project, 
maybe fixing up old houses for 
the elderly or repairing out-of- 
date playgrounds?

Election ‘98: Cellucci favored as GOP loses stronghold

Acting Governor Paul 
Cellucci defeated former 

Attorney General Scou 

Harshbarger in last Tuesday’s 
elections. For a time, it seemed 
as though Democrat 
Harshbarger might win, due to 
an unexpected rise in the polls. 


However, as the final tally indi¬ 
cated, Cellucci delivered 50 per¬ 
cent of the votes, while 
Harshbarger pulled in 48 per¬ 
cent, and Libertarian candidate 
Dean Cook received around 2 
percent. This election *as 
about the future of our state, the 
future of our children, the future 
of our schools, and the future of 
our economy,” Cellucci said in 
his victory speech shortly after 


winning, according to channel 
WB56. In addition, voters 
favored positive answers on the 
ballot questions. 

Political analysts agree that 
one of the reasons for Cellucci’s 
win is ihe public's tendency to 
keep incumbent leaders during 
affluent times.

Robert Dormin, 24, a UMass 
Lowell student, is a surviving 
cancer patient whose excellence 
deserves credit. 

At age 14, Dormin was diag¬ 
nosed with Ewing Sarcoma, a 
type of bone cancer. After being 
told there was a risk of losing 
his leg or possibly death, 
Dormin received chemotherapy 
and has been in remission for 
nine years. The cancer left 
Dormin with numerous prob¬ 
lems in his right femur and he 
now walks with crutches. He 
went through several surgeries 
to correct the problems, and has 
another scheduled this 
December. 

Despite all the challenges he 


has overcome, Dormin has not 
let anything get in his way. He 
is president of the Physical 
Therapy Club, an organization 
located in Weed Hall which 
sponsors social activities such 
as bake sales and wheelchair 
basketball games. 

Dormin earned a bachelor’s 
degree in exercise physiology 
and is currently working 
towards earning his master’s 
degree with a 3.82 GPA. The 
six-year program has taken 
eight years due to a broken leg 
which forced him to leave 
school, but he will graduate in 
June. 

The physical therapy depart¬ 
ment thinks he is “just awe¬ 
some,” a member said. “He is 
quite an outstanding man who 
has overcome many chal¬ 
lenges.”

Two Resident Advisors were 
fired last week as a result of an 
alleged argument on Halloween 
night. 

According to Gary Trouville, 
a freshman resident of 
Bourgeois Hall, the argument 
between Jim Johnson and Joe 
Dunn dealt with improper noise 
levels and inappropriate actions. 
It occurred in Johnson’s room 
on the second floor of 
Bourgeois Hall. 

Trouville said Sara White, the 
Resident Director of Bourgeois, 
was concerned after hearing 
about the argument and refered 
the incident to the UMass 
Lowell Police. 

“Joe and Jim were both writ¬ 
ten up for what they considered 
to be an argument between 
friends,” said Trouville. 

On Nov. 3, both Johnson and 
Dunn were informed that their 
services as RA’s were no longer 
needed, and they were to relin¬ 
quish their positions by the end 
of the week. 


“They’re like parents to us,” 
said Trouville, who organized a 
petition to preserve Johnson and 
Dunn as RAs. “They keep us in 
line without being overbearing.” 

Trouville has worked night 
and day to help Johnson and 
Dunn, who he believes are good 
role models and good friends. 
Last Wednesday, he organized a 
rally outside of Cumnock Hall, 
and is currently attempting to 
obtain signatures for his peti¬ 
tion. He is hoping that a suffi¬ 
cient amount of support will get 
them reinstated as RAs. 

Residence Life Assistant 
Director Annie Ciaraldi refused 
to comment on the matter. 

According to Trouville, 
Johnson and Dunn are both 
seniors and experienced RAs, 
having held the positions since 
last year. Neither of them have 
any problems in their history, 
and both are well-respected by 
residents for their guidance and 
honesty. 

“Joe’s a good guy,” said Joey 
Bolivar, present at the rally at 
Cumnock Hall. “He keeps the 
floor in order...He helps you 
out.”

The Rape, Abuse & Incest 
National Network (RAINN), a 
non-profit organization in 
Washington, D.C., operates 
America’s only national hotline 
for victims of sexual assault. 

The hot-line 1-800-656-HOPE 
offers free, confidential counsel¬ 
ing and support 24 hours a day, 
from anywhere in the country. 

When a victim calls the 800 
number, a computer at our 
phone carrier (MCI) identifies 
the caller’s location by reading 
the area code and the first three 
digits of the phone number. 
Then, the call connects instanta¬ 
neously to the rape crisis center 
nearest to the caller. If the line 
is busy, the call connects to the 
next closest member center. The 
local center answers the call 
like it had come in directly, pro¬ 
viding counseling and support. 
Every call is completely confi¬ 
dential. 

As of November 1, 1998, 802 
rape crisis centers nationwide 
participated in the RAINN net¬ 
work. In just four years of oper¬ 
ation, RAINN helped more than 
218,900 victims of sexual 
assault. 

The RAINN hotline is a ser¬ 
vice for victims, who cannot 
reach a rape crisis center 


through a local call, or who 
might not know a local center 
exists. Currently, the majority of 
the country is a toll call away 
from a rape crisis center. Many 
of these long distance callers 
are abused by someone in their 
own household and thus can’t 
utilize a service that will show 
up on a phone bill. For the first 
time, survivors nationwide have 
free, confidential access to 
counseling all day, every day. 

The hot-line’s public service 
ads broadcast on NBC, CBS, 
ABC, Fox and six cable net¬ 
works and on more than 1,100 
radio stations. 

RAINN was founded thanks 
to generous grants from Atlantic 
Records and the Warner Music 
Group. Additional major sup¬ 
port was provided by cK Calvin 
Klein, Steve Madden Ltd., 

Lilith Fair, MCI, Biore, 
Westwood One, the National 
Academy of Recording Arts and 
Sciences, the Ragsdale Family 
Foundation, Best Buy, Yahoo!, 
the Ms. Foundation, and the 
Jacobs Family Foundation. 
Atlantic Records artists Tori 
Amos, a survivor of sexual 
assault, is a founding member 
of RAINN and serves as the 
chair of RAINN’s advisory 
board.

Most thought 
the seminar was informative, 
well acted, and realistic. 
However, some said it was emo¬ 
tionally draining and not plea¬ 
surable. 

Resident Director of Fox Hall, 
Shelly Adriance helped the 
Tunnel of Oppression. “It was a 
very informative,” said 
Adriance, “and a positive expe¬ 
rience for everyone who partici¬ 
pated in the seminar.”

WB56, voter Judith Rose, an administrative 
assistant in a homeless shelter said her rea¬ 
son for voting for Cellucci was, “If it ain’t 
broke, don’t fix it.” Indeed, the numbers 
prove that attitude in the majority. 

Voters flexed their collective muscle on a 
ballot question with decisions to keep the 
new law changing the electric utility restruc¬ 
turing. According to WB56, supporters of 
question 4 argued consumers will save 
money once electric companies compete 
with each other, and the public agrees. 
Moreover, voters decided to change political 
campaign funding as well as reduce the state 
tax rate. 

On the national level, the Democrats’ large 


wins in the election left Republicans won¬ 
dering how much further they can take 
President Clinton’s impeachment proceed¬ 
ings. According to CBS News, without as 
many Republican seats in the House and 
Senate, the party’s power will decrease. 
Furthermore, Democrats achieved surprising 
results in Congress and Senate in largely 
populated states, such as California. In addi¬ 
tion, New York and North California both 
chose Democrats over incumbent 
Republicans with new senators Charles 
Schumer and John Edwards. CBS News 
reports that the Democratic gains are also 
important because this election marks the 
first time the president’s party gained seats 
in a midterm election since the 1800s.

semester fine but then as time 
goes by, they begin feeling 
bogged down with work. The 
student stresses because he or 
she feels that they can't handle 
it. A situation which Dr. 

Bayliss analogized to ‘Lucy in 
the chocolate factory', she was 
doing her job fine but as more 
and more chocolates came, she 
just couldn’t handle them all 
and went crazy. 

What can be done to combat 
stress? “I cut class and have a 
few beers,’’ remarked a frazzled 
criminal justice major. 

Drinking is not a good stress 
aid since drinking is unproduc¬ 
tive and excessive drinking can 
lead to violence. 

“I close my eyes, count to 
ten and think of things that 
make me happy,” commented 
one fine arts major. This is a 
much better solution to stress, 
lime management u» another 
great stress fighter. Make 
choices and stick with them. If 
something comes up, don’t be 
afraid to say no if it doesn’t fit 
in with your work plan. Some 
students, that feel bogged down 
with work, are advised to take 
a close look at their lives. 

When they do, they realized 
the stress is not just for them, 
anyone in their position would 
feel overwhelmed. 

Other tips to help beat the 
stress include not giving up. If 
you do bad on a test, it won’t 
follow you for the rest of your 
life. Another solution is to be 
good to your body. Eat right 
and drink a lot of water. 
Stressed people tend to be 
more susceptible to colds and 
viruses.

United States. He said that the reason for increas¬ 
ing the penalty in cases of discriminatory violence 
is not vengeance but prevention.

7VO longer a ‘gold dust woman

Rolling Stone magazine 
crowned her Queen of Rock ‘n’' 
Roll in 1981. She bewitched 
audiences in Fleetwood Mac, 
one of the biggest bands of the 
‘70s. Her name is Stevie Nicks 
and in two new VH1 specials, 
Storytellers and Behind the 
Music, the mystical songstress 
describes, with a little help from 
her friends, her tumultuous life 
of excesses and reform. 

“I’m going to try to ease into 
this talking thing," Nicks told 
her Storytellers audience in a 
nervous voice. The self- 
described "gypsy" dressed in a 
gothic black gown, surrounded 
by candles, and began with 
"Dreams," one of Fleetwood 
Mac’s greatest hits. 

The petite singer continued 
w ith her contributions to 
Fleetwood Mac in "Landslide," 
telling her captivated fans, 
"Everybody thinks I wrote this 
song about them." However, she 
did not perform the song with 
the same thoughtful passion of 
1997’s “The Dance." Without 
guitarist Lindsey Buckingham to 
accompany her, Nicks showed 
she is at her best in Fleetwood 
Mac. 

In the early ‘80s. Nicks told 

the crowd, she heard Prince’s 
"Little Red Corvette." She loved 
the song so much it inspired her 
to write the hit, "Stand Back." 
Clad in a gold-speckled shawl, 
Stevie rocked the small stage 
with the up-tempo tune. 

After performing "Rhiannon” 
for the first time alone on piano, 
Nicks received a standing ova¬ 
tion from the audience. 


Unfortunately, she did not per¬ 
form her current hit, "If You 
Ever Did Believe," from the 
Practical Magic soundtrack. 

However, aside from her pre¬ 
sent offering to mass conscious¬ 
ness, VH I explored Nicks’ col¬ 
orful past in Behind the Music. 
"It was one big, outrageous 
party...for years," the singer said 
describing her years in 
Fleetwood Mac. 

Born in 1948 in Phoenix, 
Stevie Nicks grew up surround¬ 
ed by fairy tales and country 
songs. In 1971, producer Keith 
Olsen convinced her and 
boyfriend Lindsey Buckingham 
to move to Los Angeles. After a 
disappointing album, Mick 
Fleetwood called them and 
asked if they would like to join 
his band. Six months later, the 
newly formed band recorded 
"Fleetwood Mac." 

1976 marked not only the 
release of "Rumours," one of 
the biggest albums of all time, 
but also the end of Nicks’ rela¬ 
tionship with Buckingham. She 
turned to cocaine as a means to 
cope with the pressures of fame 
and heartache. 

When Fleetwood Mack failed 
to provide enough of a song 
writing outlet, Stevie Nicks 
decided, in 1981, to release a 
solo album. Though still loyal to 
her band, the singer recorded 
"Bella Donna," produced by 
Jimmy Iovine, while the two fell 
in love, continuing her pattern 
of on-the-job intimacy. 

All seemed well for the 
blonde enchantress, until her 
drug problem spun out of con¬ 
trol. By 1985, her doctor told 
Nicks if she did not quit 
cocaine, she "could have a brain 
hemorrhage." The diagnosis sent 



her straight to the Betty Ford 
clinic for rehabilitation. 

Following her fourth solo 
album in 1989, which the singer 
describes as her "magic album," 
she became addicted to prescrip¬ 
tion tranquilizers. In a constant 
state of lethargy, and attempting 
to stop, Nicks gained weight. 
After selling more than 50 mil¬ 
lion albums in 1994, she vowed 
never to sing again in public. 

Stevie Nicks retreated to her 
home in Arizona for three years, 
finding salvation in her music. 
Finally, in 1997. she emerged 
with Fleetwood Mac’s release of 
the live album, “TJe Da nce." I n 
the spring of * * ** 98. the ethereal 
songbird released "Enchanted,” 
a box set of her solo efforts. 

Today, the singer, who 
recently turned 50, still casts her 
spell on fans. With acclaim from 
fellow singers Sheryl Crow and 
Courtney Love, along with Mick 
Fleetwood, VH 1 proves Stevie 
Nicks’ lasting influence and 
bright future in the music indus¬ 
try.

For more than 25 years, 
Jonathan Richman has been 
rock ‘n’ roll’s poet of sensitivi¬ 
ty. He has asserted his innocent 
curiosities onto a cult following 
ot Ians who look at the modern 
world the same way he does, 
with wonder and total regard for 
the simple things we do, think, 
and see everyday. He is the 
antithesis of everything associ¬ 
ated with being a rock star: atti¬ 
tude, ego, glamour, and heroin. 
Jonathan doesn’t fool around 
with these pre-requisites. He’s 
Boston’s rock troubadour. 

Recently, Jonathan Richman 
hit the road on a month long 
tour in support of his new 
album, "I’m so Confused," 
(Vapor Records) and I had a 
chance to see him in his home¬ 
town at the Middle East last 
Monday. I was a little worried 
his recent success as the guitar 
slinging folk in "There’s 
Something About Mary" would 
take away from his show, mak¬ 
ing him seem more like a novel¬ 
ty act than a veteran pop icon.

Kerluke, Cullen lead Maine against Lowell

The River Hawk hockey team 
dropped both games this week¬ 
end to the University of Maine 
Black Bears, 3 to 2(OT) and 5 
to 2. On Friday night, just :31 
seconds into the overtime ses¬ 
sion, Dan Kerluke scored his 
second of the night to give the 
Black Bears a 3 to 2 victory 
over the River Hawks at the 
Alfond Arena. The goal was a 
result of an apparent set play for 
Maine, as a defenseman Hipped 
the puck out of the zone and hit 
Kerluke in stride to allow him to 
go in alone. The play was suc¬ 
cessful twice in a span of about 
30 seconds, and the Lowell 
defenseman weren’t able to pick 
up on the play. 

Before the game, head coach 
Tim Whitehead said, “I don’t 
see any reason our guys won’t 
be ready for the task.” For the 
most part, this was the case as 


Lowell came battling back from 
deficits of I to 0 and 2 to 0 to 
tie the game. Despite the loss, 
the River Hawks have played 
right along with two of the top 
four teams in the country and 
are definitely show ing signs of 
promise. 

Scott Fankhouser got the start 
in net, allowing three goals on 
34 shots, two of which were 
results of breakdowns by the 
Lowell defensive unit. “I think 
Fankhouser dictated the pace,” 
said Maine coach Shawn Walsh. 
Beyond playing a terrific game, 
he earned the second star of the 
game. 

Jeff Boulanger tallied the 
tying goal at 18:33 of the third 
period, as he tipped the puck in 
off of a Kevin Bertram shot 
from the point. Boulanger also 
got the other goal of the game 
for the ‘Hawks at 15:57 of the 
second which tied the game at 
one a piece. 

The Black Bears had been out 
of action for two weeks, and 
coming into the game hadn’t 
faced any serious competition. 
Maine head coach Shawn Walsh 


talked about some mistakes his 
team had made in their games, 
and how that tied into this game 
against Lowell. “If you make a 
error [against Lowell], you’re 
going to pay for it, and that’s 
what we’re looking forward 
to....” 

The first period was very 
quick up and down the ice, with 
the game going a span of about 
five minutes with a whistle. The 
score remained tied at zero at 
the end of the first. Matthias 
Trattnig started the scoring for 
the Black Bears at 12:14 of the 
second on the powerplay, before 
Boulanger tied it with his first. 
The second ended with the score 
knotted at one. 

At 11:13 of the third, Dan 
Kerluke notched his first of the 
evening to put the Bears back 
on top. Almost ten minutes went 
by and things were not looking 
up for Lowell until Boulanger 
netted his second of the contest.

Trying to repeat last year’s 
15-4 record-setting season, the 
Lowell field hockey team was 
unable to stabilize themselves 
under new head coach Amy 
Hassick, finishing 8-10 this fall 
season. Hassick, an All- 
American defender graduated 
from Northeastern in 1996, is 
Lowell’s third coach in as many 
years. She replaced NCAA 
North Sectional Coach of the 
Year, Tiffany Willis, who 
resigned prior to pre-season. 

Lowell opened the season 
September 5th and 6th at 
Southern Maine’s annual tour¬ 
nament, losing to Division three 
powerhouse Hartwick College 2 
to 1 and beating Farliegh 
Dickenson 3 to 1. 


Rounding out September with 
a hard-fought 4 to 3 win over 
Sacred Heart gave the Hawks 
the momentum they needed 
coming into a tough October 
lineup. Lowell showed what it 
meant to be tough against rival 
Southern Connecticut. The two 
teams engaged in a physical turf 
game that lasted for 110 min¬ 
utes. After three overtimes, 
Lowell came out on top, relying 
on their penalty stroke abilities. 

Riding the wave from 
Southern Connecticut, junior 
Erin Stewart scored her second 
career hat trick, leading Lowell 
to break its ten game loss-win 
streak, with a 7-0 blowout over 
Franklin Pierce College. Just 
one week later, the River Hawks 
continued their scoring assault, 
crushing American International 
College 5-0.

Coming home 
should have been an exciting 
event for the team. Instead, 1798 
fans were in attendance, outdo¬ 


ing the last games total by 31.
